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REGULATIONS    ISSUED    BY   THE    PROVINCIAL    BOARD    OF    HEALTH, 

IN   THE   MATTER   OF   SMALL  POX.

Whereas,  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  an  epidemic  of  small-pox  in  Montreal,  there  is 
clanger  of  the  disease  hecoming  epidemic  in  Ontario ;  therefore,  the  Provincial  Board  of 
Health,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Lieutenant-Oovernor  in  Council,  enacts  the  follow- 
ing regulations : — 

1.  Wherever  small-pox  is  present  in  any  municipality  in  (Jnt^rio,  the  Council  of 
every  such  municipality,  and  of  every  municipality  adjoining  the  same,  shall  at  once 
appoint  one  or  more  sanitary  policemen  for  the  purpose  of  iissistuig  to  arrest  the  spread 
of  the  disease,  and  the  Council  of  any  municipality  in  Ontario  where  tlie  Provincial 
Board  of  Health  deems  the  appointment  of  one  or  more  sanitary  policemen  necessary, 
shall  also  make  such  appointment.  If  the  Medical  Health  officer  of  the  municipality,  or 
the  Provincial  Board  of  Health,  require  the  appointment  of  any  specitied  numher  of 
sanitary  policemen,  then  such  number  shall  be  appointed.  In  ca.se  the  Council  of  a 
municijtality  neglects  or  refuses  to  make  the  required  appointments,  th(>  Provincial  Board 
of  Health  may  appoint  as  many  sanitary  policemen  for  such  municipality  as  it  deems 
necessary. 

2.  Any  default  on  the  part  of  the  authorities  of  any  municij)ality  in  taking  immediate 
and  effective  action  in  carrying  out  the  regulations  of  ti>e  Provincial  Board  <>t"  Health,  or 
of  any  of  the  Health  Acts  of  this  Province,  or  of  any  Health  By-law  in  force;  in  the 
municipality,  shall  be  at  once  reported  by  the  Medical  Health  Othcer  to  the  secretary  of 
the  Provincial  Board,  in  order  that  the  said  Hoard  may  lake  such  measures  as  it  deems 
requisite  for  placing  the  said  municipality  in  a  position,  as  regards  its  sanitary  arrange- 
ments, to  effectively  combat  the  said  disease. 

3.  On  the  occurrence  of  the  first,  or  any,  case  of  smallpox  in  a  n>unicipality,  the 
Medical  Health  Othcer  shall  at  once  remove  the  person  attackeii  to  the  isolation  hospital, 
tent,  or  other  plac-e  provided  under  section  44  of  the  P«l>lic  Health  Act,  1HH4,  or  cause 
such  iH'rson  to  U-  otherwise  efficiently  isolated,  an<l  shall  take  projx^r  me».sures  for  the 
disinfection,  or  if  necessary  the  destruction,  of  all  clothing  which  may  have  Uh'u  exposed 
to  the  contagion,  an.l  for  the  disinfection  ami  purification  of  every  conv.-yalice,  rail-car, 
8team»K>at.  sailing  vessel,  carriage,  or  other  vehicle,  whidi  may  have  »»een  ex|)osed  to  the 


tontagion. 


4  He  shall  further  place  in  another  building  or  tent,  which  shall  be  provided  by  the 
T/)cal  lioard  of  Health,  all  persons  who  may  have  Um-u  exposed  t»>  the  contagion,  and 
shall  supply  them  with  all  necessaries  until  the  periotl  of  incubation  of  the  disease  shall 
have  elapsed  and  no  such  pi-rson  shall  go,  or  be  permitted  t.>  go,  abroad  until  he  or  she 
has  LMveii  satisfactory  proof  of  successful  vaccination  within  the  preceding  seven  years, 
sliall  hav,-  obtained  a  medical  certiHcat*;  of  insusceptil)ilitv  to  the  vaccine  disease,  nor 
the  clothhig  or  .'tfects  worn  or  carried   by  or  with  him   or  her  have  been  properly

OHicer  until  vaccinated  by  him  or  .some  other  proper  person  ;
